As the anniversary of the fascist coup in Chile draws near, it is worth re-calling 
that their friends in Britain are not only to be found among the landowners. We have 
never ( contrary to opinion in some quarters) denied the involvement of “the worst and 
most reactionary elements of finance capital" ( to quote the 1935 Comintern documents). 
Indeed, since 1974 ( as the P.a.F.C.) we have consistently pointed out that these elem- 
ents come in BEHIND the landowners! push for fascism, be it military or civil in form, 
Lnd in Chile it was a combination of "Fatherland? and Freedom National Socialist terror 
and military- might which swept Allende aside, What we have done is to point out that 
tho ruling classS are not homogeneous. They are classES within an alliance of exploit- 
ers.

As I said in issue 4, it was the pull of the N.A.F.F. and similar bodies which caus- 
“ed the real opening up of the split in the N.F.By February of 1975 the actions of the 
anti-Tyndallites seemed to be paying off. I was told by two of the Midlands organisers 
that the reméval of Tyndall supporters in branch cffice positions had been partially 
completed and for example in Birmingham, 4 of the 5 old pro=Tyndall elements had gone, 
accused variously of Hitlerism, disloyalty, being dishonest or even of being Communists, 
an odd charge for life long nazis. 

Some of the Tyndall faction were even excluded from branch meetings and so it seemed 
as if they.were terribly weakened. This is where casual observers fall into a trap. the 
‘Tyndall ‘group, in so far as they were the hard core of the 50s and 60s nazism were not 
‘isolated from their allies in other groups and they had the patronage of big landowning 
and propertied purse holders for the N.F. and the fascist movement in general. They had 
the ‘secretive Column 88 to their Right and their Tory allies, Birdwood, Carthew and 
Stanton ( the"three old grey witches") to their "left". Finally they had control over 
"Spearhead" which was owned by Tyndall and the support of Kevin Bleach and his "pro-N. F." 
journal "Candour® ( founded by the nazi A.K.Chesterton). So they had considerable ass= 
‘eta, although the anti-Tyndall grouping had the official N.F. journal “Britain First“ 
of which Lawson was the editor, and they used it to good effecte € - as ; : 

In April the Tyndallists fought back with Tyndall outlining the need for “constitut- 
- ional changes within the N.F.", These would have amounted to the enshrinement of. the 
leader or fnuhrer theory and over-ruled a hostile -anti-Tyndall dircetorate ( national 
committec). In other words these amendments, to be debated on October 11th at Chelsea, 
were disabling measures against Tyndall's opponents, They responded by refusing to dis- 
tribute the paper, keeping the issue right out of "Britain First" and taking measures 
to prevent its discussion, Some batches of the papers were distributed but with the. off~ 
ending article removed by anti-Tyndellist officials. Tyndall's group responded by dist- 
ributing photo-copies through the "Spearhead" organisers and those who Tyndall later 
described as "the loyalists in our party". This situation continued from April to June 
1975. and there is evidence that N.F. members stayed away from Hitler birthday parties on 
April 20th in order to not embarrass the respective factions. ( It might be well to re- 
call that Pirie, an anti-Tyndallist leader, attended such a function in April 1973). 

July 5th was the key day in the struggle for control of the National Front. It was 
the point where the anti-Tyndallist. forces had their only possible opportunity to win 
the fight but they threw it away and from that point onwards there was only one winner. 
-On this day the N.F. directorate members were to discuss a "Trial document" which was 
delivered by Tyndall's strongest oppcnents.and was designed to force hom out of the N.F. 
Also nn this day, a Saturday, Tyndall and Painter were to address a key social event in 
the West Midlards. The event was a "Red Lion Square anniversary social" held at the 
Kennerick and Jefferson Social Club and Hall in West Bromwich, an N.F. stronghold, . 350 
fascists gathered there and it was a weel kept secret. As it happened, "Searchlight" 
knew all about it but rightly decided that it should be allowed to go ahead because of 
the state of the N.F. and because it would be of assistance.if we could get details 
regarding the state of the Midlands N.F.. Sò we did not, as was the usual practice, tip 
_off local anti~fascists, Tyndall and Painter did not show up, there was a full scale 
battle in progress with the result that Webster vaccillated between the two factions, 
` Tyndall was forced to resign his post but Webster and others managed tactically to def- 
eat an expulsion move. That was the turning point. From then onwards the Tyndall camp 
recovered from the shock of this "sneak attack" and began tc mobilise. Firstly they sent 
-key people’to the A.B.N. and through Stanton they obtained overt nazi support, Next 
Birdwood used her travels through Britain to whip up support for Tyndall. In preparat- 
ion for dircetorate elections, the Tyndallists organised grass roots canvassing through 
the “loyalist groups" based around the "Spearhead" organisers and two life-long nazis, 
John Bean and Robin May, travelled the country conveying his instructions to his supp- 
orters. In June and July the Tyndellists held discussions at grass roots level with 
nazis in the British Movement and the smaller national “socialist" groups such as N.S. 
W.P.I. and N.S.P.U.K. They met them on numerous occasions at A.B.N. sponsored meetings 
‘and meetings arranged *.byotghthe @.H.I. by Ms Birdwood and Joy Page of the Monday Club. 
One such meeting took place on June 24th at the home of Olive Griffiths, an E. N.P.

The voting on all six resol- 
utions proposed by Tyndall was close nut he failed to obtain the necessary majority. 
"Beacon",. the "lefts" publication appeared regularly for a while and began to prepare 
its readers for a split because it was obvious that outright control could not be won. 
So reporters Like Martin Walker said,"Well, they will at least take a clear majority of 
members with them, They reached this conclusion on the basis of the Chelsea meeting and 
on private talks with two or three anti-Tyndallist leaders. Kingsley-Zead, realising 
that matters were at a head, threw in his lot with the anti-lyndallists, and he and Pain- 
ter frarkly shot their bolts 

Tyndall had long been expecting one final attack and he took three measures against 
it. First May and Bean again did the rounds so shat the localities would be ready to 
declare for Tyndall and "loyalism" without delay, Next he removed copies of the member- 
ship lists and finally,on learning that the cpposition intended seizing 50, Pawsons Rd 
! 4.the then H.Q.), he moved first and occupied it. The result is of course a matter of 
history.

‘volùmes as to what the split was REALLY about end why talk of nazism versus anti-nazism 
‘or clashes of personalities arc nothing more than wishful or muddled thinking, 

The N.A.F.F. has emerged as the independent voice of the most extreme elements of non 
fascist capitalism ( finance), The N.F. represents the most fascistic extreme of the 
landowning classes and the growing force in British social life that can no longer be 
ignored or wished away. Between these two forces there was no vacuum that a new party

_In the Federal Republic of Germany former nazis occupy top positions in the police, 
the courts, the civil service and even the armed forceg, Many nazis have prospered in 
the U.S.A. Tr; is not so in the German Democratic Republic, nor in the U.S.S.R. nor 
in any of the people's democracies of Eastern Furope that were once occupied by the 
Hitler-Mussolini Axis. 

WHY THE DIPFFERENCH? 

Because tne working classes of the G.D.R., led by their workers! Party and aided by 
_ the Red Army completely eliminated all vestiges of nazism, its ideas, its agents and 
most important, its power source ~ the once powerful landowning Junkers who controlled 
the German army have been completely expropriated. The new workers! state has purged 
all traces of nazism from itself whereas in the F.D.R. the same old bourgeois state 
which permitted the rise of nazism has been re-instated, supported by occupying U.S. 
troops. In compliance with the dictates of U.S. imperialism this state has compromised 
with former nazis in order to present a*united front! against the new ( in 1945) gains 
of the international proletariat and commence the cold war. Thus it not only failed to 
purge itself of nazism but needed and encouraged former nazis to work for it.

‘power to prevent the horrors of nazism ever arising again and today they continue in 
this as resolutely as ever, We cannot rely upon the British government to afford 
similar protection to us,

his publishers at Berne where £40,000 awaited him, his name appears, marked no 6238, in 
the New National Right Directory next to "Spearhead", the British nazi journal. He has 
written on article for "Rising Tide", journal of the Unification Church (which is the 
Korean chapter of the World Anti-Communist League and so extremely Right Wing that it 
has been attacked as such by even the Reader's Digest) in which he cites Spain under 
Franco as tis idea of a perfectly ruled country! 

2)We recall tho "dissident® VLADIMIR PUKOVSKY who claimed to advocate the “rights of 
Soviet workers®. Upon bis arrival in Britain be was given accomodation by the notorious 
extreme Right Winger David Markham before meeting his true class friends ~ the oxtreme 
Right Wing onemies of the working classes, the National dissociation For Freedom. 

3) Remember if you will -YTOR YAKIB, the capitalist prefers not to, Yakir, another 
“dissident® was really caught out with S.L.4./N.7.S. money and documents in his pockets, 
The N.T.S. is a fascist, white guard, terrorist outfit which includes in its ranks the 
nazi collaborationist traitors that "Count" Tolstoy (of the former landowning aristo-= 
cratic family) wants to sec re-habilitetcod = an outrageous insult to the memory of 
their millions of victims. 


4) More recent is therKLIMCHUX affair.This luckless teen-ager was brainwashed by his 
father (aformer member of the Ukranian Hamalya §.S.) and his fellow fascist emigres in 
the 0.U.N. ( which has close links with the British nazi League of St George) into com= 
mitting anti-Soviet crimes, for which he was let off very lightly. Many British intell- 
ectuals with a middle class outlook (i.e. they value their bourgeois “freedom? to 
spread lies and slander above the frecdom of potential victims of fascism to live), 
including that puppet of zioniem Ms Sue Slipman, seized upon this and anyother opportun- 
ity to attack the Soviet Union and in this case Yaccidentally" found themselves suppor= 
ting out and out fascists. Since then they have ‘been rather quiet about Klimchuk, — 
š More overleaf ; 
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5) Yet another "dissident", YURI DANIEL who was gaoled for anti~semitism (do the zion- 
ists deny this?) was described by the British Press as a “brave young writer". 

6) Astounding to many -~ during Shelyepin's visit to Britain anti-working class zionist 
thugs joined forces on the streets with the O.U.N., the N.T.S./S.L.4. who are the child- 
ren of the Arrow Cross, the Ustashi, the Green Police, the Iron Guard and other anti- 
semitic nazi colleborationist outfits. These upper class Wintellectual" zionist youths 
‘have either been so “well educated" by their parents that they are unaware that only 33 
years ago these fasoist outfits tried to exterminate the entire Jewish race and succeed= 
ed in starving, torturing and murdering millions, or else they do not care and hold the 
memories of the victims of nazism in utter contempt. How else could they join hands with 
the murdering Kapo in the best traditions of sonderkommando? 

THE ZIONISTS AND ANTI-FASCISM Is it possible that working class Jews have already for- 
gotten how the ruling class, for generations, has used zionist propaganda to isolate 
them from the rest of the working classes? and that this policy culminated ih the use of 
“upper class Jews by the nazis to divide and weaken Jewish resistance? That it was the 
cowardly sonderkommando community leaders who marched victims into the gas chambers, who 
advised against fighting the S.S. in Warsaw and negotiated with their own lives at the 
cost of millions of others?

SO in this article I can only give a brief 
summary of the relationship and inevitably 
many points and aspects will not be fully 
cove red, I rely upon our readers 
vo write in and raise those points that I 
nave not made clear go that I can deal with 
snem better in future articles, 
students of Leninism will already be 

‘Ware, finance capital imperialism is the 
highest stage of capitalism, It arises as 
the process of monopolisation , which is 
aceslerated during economic crises as small 
and inefficient companies. are bankrup*-d or 
taken over by larger more efficient compan= 
ies, waich after the crisis benfit greatly 
“rom the reduced competition - is carried 
to its ultimate. This occurs not only in 
the field of manufacturing industry but 
also in finance and banking so that banks 
become no longer mere agencies by which the 
industrialists arrange their financial aff- 
airs but grow into vast multi-national fin- 
ance houses with control over the affairs 
or bheir client industrialists, over natio- 
nal economies and over governments, These 
powerful economic giants can control and 
regulate the production of raw materials, 
industrial production, markets and distrib- 
ution, They can thus bring under their con- 
trol even those manufacturing industries 
that try to remain independent, They ean 
bankript companies and nations at will. 
They can also create artificial shortages, 
raise prices above the level of a natural 
free enterprise market and make super~prof= 
its over and above normal capitalist prof 
iss, With a portion of these profits they 
can and do bribe certain whole sections of 
workers with comparatively high wages, esp- 
ecially the most highly skilled and organ- 
ised workers in the highiy developed nations 
_ these workers, realising that they can obt- 
ain all their material needs and a few lux- 
uries from within the capitalist system, 
lose all incentive to change it and their 
non-Sevolutionary outlook is reflected in 
the political parties, i.e. the social den= 
ocrat parties and the euro-“conmunist# 
parties. 

However in the under developed nations 
capitalism cannot afford to bribe move than 
an elite few workers. Mogt are subjected 
to the fullest possible exploitation by the 
profit system without mercy and the momopoly 
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BY DAPHNE LIDDLE 
imperialists only grant such wages and 
conditions as are wrung out of them by det- 
ermined and organised struggle on the part 
of the workers. The finance imperialists də 
oppress these workers by all means that are 


_effective in. keeping them ignorant, divided 


and weakened in the bitterest arena of the 
class struggle. 

In spite of this, and although this sys- 
tem is reactionany in comparison to Social- 
ism, it does have many progressive features 
compared to free enterprise capitalism. 
Where-ever “+ controls a country it tends 
to develop industries there, especially in 
the under-developed nations where labour 
is cheap. Thug it increases total world 
industrial production towards the super- 
abundance that will be needed by Communism, 
More important than thig it increases the 
total world proletariat ( although this is 
not necessarily the case in individual 
developed nations) and the proletariat(i.e. 
the industrial low paid workers) is the 
revolutionary class. It also tends to cent- 
ralise control over production and distrib 
ution and to organise them in the most eff- 
icient way. Obviously this is done from a 
purely profit motive but nevor~the-less 
it builds a system that is ripe for take.. 
over by the dictatorship of the proletar- 
iat who may use it very mu-h to the advan- 
working classes. In revolution 

ia in 1917 where the capitalists 
ad not developed industry to any great 
extent nor any system of centralised econ- 
omic planning, these ta: nad to be under- 
taken by the dictatorship of the proletar- 
iat. In the developed nations the job will 
already have been done for us by the mono- 
polists ( though obvioisly it will NOT be 
possible to take over the state machinery 
of the bourgeois ruling classes but this 
is an entirely different question, 

Readers who have not already done so 
are recommended to read Lenin's “Imperial- 
ism, the Highest St.ge of Capitalism" for 
a proper explanation of what I have tried 
to summarise very briefly. 

It is possible to envisage this system 
being carried to its ultimate in which 
one banking com: “ny alone rules a nation 
or even the entire non-Socialist world, 
This would indeed be a corporate state in 
which the profits of the bank would be 
the supreme motive of all activity and all 
interests —"_< c over-ridden by this. 
Without question such a state would be 
extremely oppressive of all classes and 
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sections of the population except the very | 
tiniest minority in charge at the top, Many 
people mistakenly believe that this is what 
fascism is, But no-where yet has any such 
state ever existed. In the process of dev- 
elopment towards such a state a stage is 
inevitably reached where, usually in time 
of economic crisis, the capitalists wish 

to expropriate the private landowners and 
provoke a LANDOWNER backed REACTIONARY 
fascist coup. 

“Negatively, when capital has establish 
ed landed property and thus attained the 
double aim of 
1) agricultural industry and thus develop- 
ment of the productive forces of the earth 
and 
2).wage labour and thus the generalised 
domination of capital over the land 

it considers the existence of landed 
property itself as a merely transitory form 
of development: it is necessary as the act- 
ion of capital on the old landed property 
relationships and a product of their diss- 
olution. But once this aim has been achiev- 
ed, landed property is only a barrier to 
profit and no necessity of production. Thus 
capital tries to dissolve private property 
in land and transfer it to the state. This 
is the negative side! a tendency to trans- 
form the whole of society into capitalists 
and wage labourers", This is a quote from 
Karl Marx's Grundrisse. 

If we proceed to examine closely the 
kind of state generally designated as fasc- 
ist as it has occurred in world history so 
far, we find that it does NOT correspond 
to the needs and developmental tendencies 
of finance monopoly capitalism. 

For example, in the majority of fascist 
regimes; Italy under Mussolini, Hitler Ger- 
many, Francoite Spain etc etc, the state 
has passed stringent controls on banking, 
This is the very reverse of finance monopoly 
control where it is the banks that control 
the state = not vice versa. 

In every fascist regime the political 
parties and propaganda organs of the bourge=- 
oisie, which had been working on behalf of 
: the finance monopoly capitalists and doing 
a good job for them in confusing and mis- 
leading the working and middle classes, are 
ruthlessly suppressed. 

Long term fascigt regimes, e.g. those in 
Portugal and Spain have NOT developed ind- 

- ustry to any signifigant extent although 
these countries were and still are under- 
developed and there are raw materials avai- 
lable in plenty which have not been exploi- 
ted, In Portugal after 50 years cf fascism 
82% of the people were still peasants. No 
finance capitalictregime would or could 
have allowed such opportunity to make prof- 
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it lie dormant like that. Even modern mon-. 
opoly capitalism is, to a certain extent, 
competitive and those who fail to expl- 
cit all potential profits and render their. 
financiers as much profit as they are able 
to do are abandoned by their financiers 

for other concerns that WILL "deliver the 
goods", Had Spain and Portugal been contr- 
olled by finance monopoly capitalism, their 
histories would have been very different. 

Again, when the expansionist fascist 
regimes of industrialised nations such as 
Germany conquer foreign territory do they 
act as finance imperialists? Do they devel- 
op industry in order to exploit the labour 
power of the local population? Do they use 
the conguered lands as guaranteed markets 
for their own manufactured goods? In every 
case NO. In all Europe their main concern 
was to RUN DOWN INDUSTRY and in Pastorn 
Europe’ their main concern vas to COMPLETELY 
CLEAR THE LAND OF ALL POPULATION -TO EXTER- 
MINATE ALL AND SUNDRY IN ORDER TO MAKE MORE 
ROOM — MORE LIVING SPACE FOR THE GERMAN 
POPULATION, 

Now capitalism and the factory system 
which it develops likes large concentrations 
of population in one place ~ it builds huge 
towns and industrial complexes. It does not 
try to spread its population thinly over 
the whole of Europe, exterminating conquer- 
ed people who could be made to work and 
produce profits, who may be in its waye» 
These are the acts of a feudalistic type of 
imperialism that is trying to re~impose 
the feudal agricultural system. A system 
that requires living space ( lebensraum) 


for the "one man, three acres and a cow" 


system proposed by G.K. Chesterton, uncle 
of the notorious £.K. Chestertcn ( and who 
summed up the feudal=Catholic reactionary 


attitude towards the bourgeoisie as follows: 


"But if there is one type that tends at 
times to be more utterly godless than anoth- 
er, it is that rather brutal sort of busin- 
essman, He has no social ideal, let alone 
religion; he has neither the gentleman's 
traditions nor the trades unionist's class 
loyalty. All his boasts about getting good 
bargains were practically boasts of having 
cheated people"). This is virtually exactly 
the system that DID operate in feudal ur- 
ope. In Britain up to Tudor times it was 
illegal for a lord of the manor to build a 
dwelling for a tenant without an attached 
4 acres of land, guaranteeing the tenant, 
harvests and taxes permitting, a means of 
subsistence. : 
Fascism bas none of the features that 
make finance monopoly capitalism progress- 
ive in relation to free capital. It is 
absclutely reactionary. It is trying to go 
back to a past economic era. It attacks 
continued on page 16 
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nene apitalisn, 
not just for show bat oe as an int- 
ernational conspiracy of Jews”and Commun- 
ists, From a reactionary point of view this 
ie logical, Although the idea probably 
gives most finance capitalists the horrors 
they DO prepere the way for Socialism, They 
inéustrialise, they increase the efficiency 
of economic production, they break down 
national barriers as they become multi- 
nationals and most importantly, they oy E 
ths proletariat o being ~ the revolut- 
ionary class that will supercede them, The 
Peudal fascists are justified in their 
hatred and fear of finance moncpoly capit- 
alism. 

This sae rise to the spurious claim by 
some fascists to be “socialist® because 
they are Sees ad to capitalism. However 
a kind of “national” or ‘feudal *"soc= 
ialigm” was recognised by ae in the Com- 
munist Manifesto, at least € 80 years before 
the emergence of feudal “socialism! in its 
modern form, fascism,We quote from Marx: 

"In order to arouse sympathy, the aris=- 
tocracy were obliged to lose sight, appar. - 
ently, of their own interests, and to form- 
ulate their indictment against the bourge- 
oisie in the interest of the exploited wor- 
king class alone. Thus the aristocracy took 
their revenge by singing lampoons on their 
new master, and whispering in his ears sin- 
ister prophecies of coming catastrophe, 

“In this way arose feudal Socialism: 
alf lamentation, half lampoon; half echo 
of the past, half menace of the future; at 
times, by its bitter, witty and ‘incisive 
criticism, striking the bourgeoisie to the 
very heart's core; but always ludicrous in 
effect, through total incapacity to under- 
stand the march of modern history." 

The main point that is so often over- 
looked ( so we will not apologise for re- 
peating what wo have said in previous iss- 
“uves) is that the ruling classHS are NOT a 
homogeneous, united; whole entity but are 
composed of ditferent sections with ciffer- 
ent economic ovtlooks. Most of the time, 
whilst industrial capitalism is expanding 
‘and creating profits to satisfy, to a cert- 

ein extent, all 3 main sections of the rul- 
-ing cla_sses, then they are united and act 
together to exploit and suppress the work- 
ing classes. Thus we forget and tend to 
think of them as one class. 

The private landowner who charges rent 
for homes, shops, factories, offices etc 
ete takes a shere of the profit that the 
industr rialist makes - every one of his 
“vents increases costs of production and 
reduces surplus value. The finance capit- 

- alist is also a burden with his interest 
rates and the finance banks have suffici- 
ent control of ma s and sources of raw 
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materials etc to ensure that a’. industri- 
alists of any signifigence are brought 
into a state where they are dependent on 
financial loans. 

It is easy then to see fae in time of 
crisis these two burdens become intolera- 
ble tor industry, But they are made even 
worse by shareholders withdrawing money 
from insecure industry to invest in land 
which is safe, thus pushing up land prices 
and rents. Algo the financier prefers to 
grant financial loans at exhorbitant inter- 
est rates wh.2h the industrialist is legal- 
ly peer to repay first should he go bank- 
ropt, rather than take his chance by inve- 
suing in shares which change their value 
daily. 

The position of in¢custry as a whole is. 
not helped by large landowners investing 
in industry. These landowners, in partic- 
ular the hereditary aristocrats but also 
property cempanies ( the latter are often 
used as tax dodging “fronts" by the former) 
and ‘land corporations, are bound to give 
priority to the interests of their safe 
landed estates and will support higher 
rents. at the cost of industry. And if they 
are directors or large shareholders of 
industrial concerns, they will split and 
weaken these. Likewise an industrialist. 
buying land will give priority to the int- 
erests of his safer investment and will 
take on the outlook of a landowner, 

The industrialist camp is very much div- 
ided in any case by the very competitive 
nature of capitalism, The capitalist is 

always an individualist, he succeeds only 
at the expense of others of his class, his 
poli’ ical outlook vaccillates to reflect 
big own financial advantage, Within any 

capitalist class there will always by a 
fairly wide range of political opinion and 
it will be in a constant state of change 
according to circumstances, Flanking this 
class on either side are io classes which 
are both very solid, united and constant 
in their aims, the landowners to the Right 
and the proletariat to the Left, And both 
will at different times find some allies 
from among the capitalists, 

Thus we see that in time of economic 
crisis the 3 sections of the ruling class; 
tke landowners, the industrial capitalists 
and the finance capitalists, are at each 
others! throats. Ine industrialist longs 
for land and finance reforms, Being depen- 
dent on international finance capital for .. 


-his very existence the industrialist cann- 


ot pass reak finance reforms, So he looks 
to land reforms. And each of his parasites 
tries to.uremove the other to improve his 
own position. 
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It is at this stage that the gangster 
protectionist fascists take to the fisld, 
They understand well and exploit these dif- 
ferences, offering protection to any or all 
sections of the ruling classes. Breaking 
strikes and peasant revolts are just a few 
of the protection services they provide. In 
some cases they even c “er “protection” to 
the WORKING CLASSES against cheap immigrant 
labour, Mussolini was well aware of the opp- 
oging interests within the ruling classes 
when, in his carly "left-wing" days, he 
differentiated between German “Junker” or 
landowner dominated imperialism and anglo- 
American finance dominated imperialism, 
“Tike Berthold Brecht's gangster Arturo Ui, 
they offer their services to the highest 
bidder, their price being power rather than 
pure wealth, find their best customers are 
the landowners because they have most need 
of protection ard can offer most power in 
return,for the simple reason that throug h- 
out the non-Socialist world each nation's 
armed forces are traditionally controlled 
and officered by the aristocratic landown- 
ing class. Within his own national territ- 
ory, power over the armed forces, se 
control of the strongest arm of the state, 
transcends mere economic power think to 
yourself ~ who is most powerful - the man 
with a suitcase full of money or the man 
pointing a gun at him). 

We quote from Lenin, Collected works, 
volume 20, page 226 ( also in Lenin on 
Britain) :~ 

“Dealing in Put Pravdy No 34, with the 
interesting events in Ireland, we spoke of 
the policy of the British Liberals, who 
allow 4 themselves to be scered by the Con- 
servatives. 

Since those lines were written, new 
events have occurred which have transformed 
that particular conflict ( between the lib- 
erals and the Conservatives) over the quest- 
ion of Home Rule for Ireland into a general 
constitutional crisis in Britain. 

"As the Conservatives threatened a Prot- 
_ estant trebellion! in Ulster against Home 
Rule for Ireland, the Libcral government 
set part of its troops into motion in order 
to compel respect for the will of Parliam 
ent. 

"But what happened? 

"Generals and other British Army offic- 
ers mutinied! 

"They declared that they would not fight 

againgt Protestant Ulster as that would run 

counter to their 'patriotism', and that 

they would resign. 

eThe Liberal government were absolutely 
stunned by this revolt of the landowners 
standing at ‘the head of the army. The Lib- 
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erals have been accustomed to.console 
themselves with constitutional illusions 
and phrases about the rule of law, and 
close their eyes to the real relation of 
forces,. to the class struggle. and this 
real relation of forces has been such that, 
owing to the cowardice of the bourgeoisie, 
a number of PRE-bourgeois ( we use Lenin's 
stresses throughout), medieval institut- 
ions and privilieges of the landed gentry 
have been preserved in Britain, 

"To suppress the revolt of the aristo~ 
cratic officers, the Liberal government 
should have appealed to the people, to the 
masses, to the proletariat, but that was 
something the “enlightened® 2 *:ral’ gontle~ 
men feared more than anything else. The 
government ACTUaLLY MiDE CONCESSIONS to the 
mutinous officers, persuaded them to with= 
draw their resignations, and gave them 
WRITTEN ASSURANCES that troops would not be 
used against Ulster. 

"Efforts were made to conceal from the 
people the disgraceful fact that such writ- 
ten assurances had been given (March 21), 
and the Liberal leaders, Asquith, Morely 
and others, lied in the most incredible 
and shameless manner in their official stat- 
ements, However the truth came out, The 
fact that written promises had been given 
to the officers was not denied, Apparently 
‘pressure’ was, brought to bear by the King. 
The resignation of the Secregary for War, 
Secly, the assumption of his port folio by 
Asquith ‘himself‘, the re-election of he~ 
quith, the circular to the troops about 
respect for law ~ all this was nothing but 
sheer officiel hypocrisy. The fact remains 
that the Liberals yielded to the landowners, 
who had flouted the constitution. 

tStormy scenes ensued in Parliament, 

The Conservatives heaped well deserved rid- 
icule and scorn upon the Liberal government, . 
while Labour M.P. Ramsay MacDonald, one o7 
the most moderate of the Liberal-Labou: 
politicians, protested in the strongest 
terms against the reactionaries! conduct. 
He said thet these people were always ready 
to fulminate against strikers but when it 
came to Ulster they refused to do their | 
duty because the Irish home Rule Billi ari= 
ected their class prejudices and interests. 
(The landowners in Ireland are English, 
and Home Rule for the Irish bourgeoisie 
and peasants threatens to somewhat curtail 
the voracious apetites of the noble Lords. ) 
These people, Ramsay MacDonald continued, 
thought only of fighting the workers, but 
when it came to compelling the rich and Š 
the property owners to respect the law, 
they refused to do their duty.

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“This revolt of the landowners against 
the British Parliament, the ‘all-powerful! 
Parliament ( as the Liberal dullards, espec- 
ially the Liberal pundits, have thought and 
_ said many millions of times), is of tremen- 
dous signifigance. March 21st 1914 will be 
an epoch making turning point, the day when 
the noble landowners of Britain tore up the 
British constitution and the British law to.,. 
shreds and gave an excellent lesson of the 
class struggle. 

“This lesson stemmed from the impossibil- 
ity of blunting the sharp antagonisms bet- 
ween the proletariat and the bourgeoisie in 
Britain L meang of the half-hearted, hypo- 
eritical sham reformist policy of the Liber- 
als. This lesson will not be lost upon the 
British Labour Movement; the working class 
will now quickly proceed to shake off its 
philistine faith in a scrap of paper called 
the British law and constitution, which the 
British aristocrats have torn up before the 
eyes of the whole people. 

“These aristocrats behevcd like revolut- 
ionaries OF THE RIGHT and thereby shattered 
all conventions, tore aside the veil that 
prevented the people from seeing the unplea- 
sant but undoubtedly real class struggle, 
all saw what the bourgeoisie and Liberals 
have been hypocritically concealing ( they 
-are hypocritS everywhere, but nowhere, per- 
haps, such consumate hypocr.. os as in Brit- 
ain). all saw that the conspiracy to break 
the will of Parliament had been prepared 
long ago. Real class rule lay and still lies 
OUTSIDE of Parliament, The above mentioned 
medieval institutions, which for long had 
- been inoperative ( or rather seemed to be 

inoperative), quickly came into operation 
and proved to be STRONGER than Parliament, 
ind Britain's petty bourgeois Liberals, 

with their speeches about reforms and the 
might of Parliament designed to lull the 
workers, proved in fact to be straw men, 
dummies put up to bamboozle the people. They 
were quickly 'SHUT UP! by the aristocracy, 
: the men in POWER" 
= It is interesting to note that Lenin 
also designated the Carsonist reactionaries

If anyone doubts whether or not Lenin's 
words apply only to Britain, let them rem- 
ember just a couple of years ago when the 
Australian constitution and rule of law was 
likewise torn to shreds as the un-elected 
Governor General, representing the Queen 
( an aristocratic landowner with very large 
holdings in Australia) dismissed Gough Whit’. 
lam, the elected Prime Minister, appointed 
his own choice of Prime Minister and was 
rewarded later by the Queen for this action, 

We may also recall the events in the Leb- 
anon three years ago when, during the civil 
war, the elected parliament was totally 
paralysed and unable to command anything 
simply because the armed forces physically 
barred its members from meeting, 

We may also re-call, further back in our 
own history, the total impotence of Parlia- 
ment during and just after the civil war 
when it chose to disagree with its own 
slightly more revolutionary army, We may 
also regret the cowardice of the bourgeois 
landowners \ who were then the ruling class) 
who permitted elements of the aristocracy 
to resume command over the armed forces 
after the Restoration in order to defeat the 
remaining elements of out and out feudal- 
Catholic reaction, which struggle culminated 
at Culloden in 1745. The aristocrats have, 
regrettably, remained in control of our 
armed forces ever since, This did not matter 
quite so much as long as the armed forces 
remained rel tively small, largely being re- 
cruited for specific wars, But when, in the 
late 19 th and early 20th centuries, Britain 
began to build for herself a similar sort of 
bureaucratic-nilitary state machine to those 
bequeathed by Napoleon to most of the states 
in Europe ( for example, take one branch of 


the armed services, in the early 1900s, Brit- 


ain had virtually no intelligence service 
outside India and africa but-by the First 
World War Britain's European intelligence 
was at least as good as any other including 
the "very efficient® Junker dominated Ger- 
man service), then as the armed service grew 
to become regular standing fixtures, augment- 
ed at times by conscription, so the power 
of the aristocrats within the bourgecis 
state grew,

push this correct analysis forward within 
the international movement, even though. 
this would have involved criticising erron~ 
eous analyses put fofward by proven anti- 
fascist heroes of great courage and polit- 
ical stature. 

Stalin correctly recognises the Jewish 
pogrom as a medieval phenomenon, It is the 
reaction of the feudals to the merehants, 
traders and financiers who fostered the 
infant capitalist class which was to repla- 
ce them as masters of the state. The Jews 
had been forced to become traders and fin- 
anciers by the Christian feudals who all- 
the land tenure 
system. 

THE FINANCE CAPITALISTS 

“Tt ma ay seem paradoxical after the 
fore-going to assert, what many of our 
readers have been prompt to remind us, that 
in the final analysis, fascist coups usual- 
ly receive the support of the finance mono» 
poly capitalists. 

The financiers, when there is a strong 
conflict between the industrialists and : 
landowners that can only resolve itself in 
a fascist coup, find themselves in much the 
same position as the Liberal government in 
the above tenin quote. They can either call 
upon the masses tc put a stop to the land- 
owners and their gangster fascist protect- 
ionists, or they can go along with the 
landowners. Usually, being terrified of the 

prospect of the Lre organised proletariat 
on the move for any reason whatever, they 
chose the latter course. They can chose bet- 
ween going forward to Socialism, in which 
case their days of ee will be gone for 
good, or they can opt for an attempted ret- 
urn toa feudalistic type of state which ~ 
they know must eventually give way to capit- 
alism again and “their day" will come again. 
Greece has alternated between fascism and 
bourgeois democracy several times already. 
The over=throw of fascism usually 

results in a return to a bourgeois state, 
e.g. West Germany, Italy, Portugal ete etc. 

Many people are convinced that the fin- 
ance monopoly capitalists .turn to fascism 
as a last resort to stave off an impending 
proletarian revolution, There is certainly 
an element vf fear of a proletarian revolu- 
tion IN THE LONG TERM under=-lying the fin- 
ance capitalists'willingness to go along 
But it is a fact 
that fascism seizes power at times and 
places where there is no immediate threat 
of proletarian revolution at all and the 
finance capitalists are succeeding in cont- 
aining working class revolution guite ad- 
equately without any need to resort to

fascism, In Italy in 1922 the proletariat 
had recently suffered crushing defeats 
from the ruling classes after adventurist 
-ultra-Mleft® attempts at "workers control” 
and were weakened and divided. In Germany 
the working classes had, because of Kaut- 
skyite and other non-revolutionary diver- 
` sions, failed to make any sericus revolu- 
tionary bid when they had been most expec- 
ted to dc in tke early twenties, Their 
opportunity was, for the time being, ^ver 
by 1933. Even though at the time hes Wer ebs 
was gaining support on paper, this was 
mostly expressed in parliamentary rather 
than revolutionary terms and the machinat- 
ions of the Social Democrats, who could 
have armed the "Reichsbanner® at any time 
up to 1933 BUT DID NOT, NOR HAD ANY INTEN- 
TION OF DOING S0, divided and weakened the 
working classes, In Spain the proletariat 
and peasantry were supporting a non=revoly 
utionary bourgeois-liberal co-alition 
government, which was progressive compared 
to the feudalism that preceeded it but did 
not threaten cepitalism. Allende in Chile 
and Papandrécu in Greece were no more 
threat to capitalism than were Ramsay Mac 
Donald or Clement Atlee in Eritain and the 
imperialists were.aware of this. Ind sd 
Allende was giving credence to the myth of 
. parliamentary Socialism and thereby aiding 
most capitalist states, 

The only ones who were threatened were 
not the finance capitalists but the land- 
owners who were, in cach case, threatened 
either by bourgeois parliamentary land 
reforms or by spontaneous peasant land 
seizures, 

In Germany in 1928 it was the monarch- 
~ ist Hohenzollern family end their support- 
ers, including the aristocracy of Thuring- 
ia, Silesia and Galacia who revived the 
flagging N.S.D.A.P.. In his letters as 
late as 1932, the hereditary aristocrat 
_ Thyssen bemaons the lack cf support for 
Hitler from finance capital, never mind 
the industrialists, The “Adolf hitler Aid 
Fund from Industry" was only granted . 
the equivalent of 5 million pounds AFTER 
Hitler was in power ( when not to support 
him was suicide). It was only after the 
Von Schiller negotiations in November 
4932 that finance capital came over to the 
landowners side. BEFORE that Hitler had 
gained 13 million votes in the president- 
ial elections ( against Hindenburg's 18 
million). Krupp never supported Hitler 
until the June AFTER Hitler came to power. 
In fact German imperialism had already 
decided tc resort to war in the Balkan 
_ gtates to reverse the verdict of 1918 and 
the Ustashi had been in Scacht*s office 
in 1930 to discuss this. Krupp supported

war 1n general, not Hitler war specifica 
ally and his tardiness in supporting “it- 
ler until after he was a “fait acompli® 
indicates that he would have preférred an 
imperiali,t type war led by Scachts, 
Brury “ngs or Von Pappen. German finance 

capital tried hard to avoid sup- 
porting Hitler by means of ill-fated idea 
to include Gregor Strasser's "left" nazis 
in a 'Centre'=Right ccalition and a furth- 
er idea for the inclusion -f the Reichs- 
wehr in the cabinet. 

All this is not to say that the finance 
capitalists do not go along with many of 
the fascists! policies, in particular the 
suppression of the working classes and the 
use of religious and racial differences to 
divide and weaken the workers, But even in 
this respect, capitalism has discovered 
for itself by trial and error that, on the 
whole, workers wk» are permitted to maint 
ain a reasonable minimum standard of liv- 
ing and health, and even enjey a few 
freedoms and illusions of democracy, tend 
to be harder workers and more productive. 
He also prefers labour that is free to 
move from place to place, where-ever his 
capital can employ them most profitably. 
Thus he can shift large sections of cheap 
labour, barely developed from the peasant 
stage with little proper working class 
orgenisation and outlook to other parts 
of the world to undermine the long estab- 
lished and fairly powerful wage-bargaining 
type trade union organisations, But the 
fascist imposes restrictions that hinder 
the finance capitalist in almost everyth- 
ing he tries to do, 

But when the capitalists, both finance 
and industrial, can see that a fascist 
coup is inevitable, they will jump on the 
band-wagon. None of them wants to be in 
the bad books of a successful fascist. 
They are not that heroic. 

We can expect in Britain that the fin- 
ance monopoly capitalists will support 
fascism if it seems to be inevitable, But, 
if we have built a mass, proletarian led 
anti-fascist movement then it will be int- 
eresting to see the reactions of the capit- 
alists, noted for vaccillation and indiv- 
idualism in time of trouble, Undoubtedly 
many will still prefer to support fascism 
for fear of the mobilised proletariat. But 
if even only a few are divided away from 
motives of self=preservation, then our 
task will be easier. We can expect some 
enlightened industrialists to support us. 
They know that a future for them as mana- 
gers of industry on behalf of a state that 
is guaranteed by armed workers ( they are 
now merely managers on behalf of the banks) 
may not be so very terrible after alle

ROTHERHAM On July 1st and 2nd Dave Roberts visited Rotherham as the guest of the Rother- 
ham district A.N.L. Rotherham is the steel centre of Britain, not Shefield as was comm~ 
‘nly. thought, and over a quarter of a million people live in this industrial centre, On 
che 1st Dave attended the S.K.A.N. social and helped with leafletting. At the meeting 
on the 2nd 20 "FOREWARNED® were sold by the A.N.L., many of them from a stall well super- 
vised by committee momber Marie Skidmore. Alan Plater, from Hull, the creator oF “Close 
the Coalhouse Door” and “Trinity Tales" opened the meeting with a lively but impassioned 
appeal for unity, Later in the meeting one of his replies led to the Young Conservatives 
avrecing to affilliate. Dave Roberts spoke at length about the misuse of the 1936 Public 
Order Act and exposed the duplicity.of Merlyn Rees who was aware of the section (2) which 
made Column 88 illegal yet only enforced the Act against anti-fascists, Whilst Mark Hos- 
enball was deported, the Klansmen, Christian Vanguards Warner and the Waffen S.S. were 
allowed into the country. A Tory Home Secretary could not be worse. 

_ Dealing with persistent interuptions by the self-styled ‘Revolutionary Communist 
Group" on Ireland, Dave pointed out that people who bombed and murdered workers and 
their families indiscriminately were no different to the U.D.A. or U.V.F.. He listed 
their connections with other fascist groups, the M.S.I. of Italy and the V.M.0. of Bel- 
gium and asked why the R.C.G. were afraid to admit their support of the Provisional 
IRAs Pave quoted the well known events of the Dixmude international fascist rally of 
1975. and the telegram sent via the M.S.I. The meeting ignored the R.C.G. splitters 
and the N.C.Pe, C.P.G.Bs, SeW.Pi, Labour Party and Young Conservatives agreed to supp- 
ort a united front against the nazis.

SALES AND CONTACTS RISING 

We began sales of no 3 at a Chile solidarity function where we sold 42 and made some 
contacts including an old comrade of ours who agreed to take a few copies to friends of 
hers in the G.D.R. We sold another 12 at the Anti Apartheid rally on June 46th and met 
more old aquaintances and made a few new contacts, On the 18th of June we attended the
